GROWERS ALERT TO INTERESTS. 


Citrus Fruit Shippers Want a Say in 


Appointment of Horticultural 


Commissioner. 


Representatives of citrus fruit asso- 


ciations of the county asked the Su- 
pervisors Monday for time to con- 
sider possible candidates for the new 
office of County Horticultural Com- 
missioner. Fred Smith, chairman of 
the committee, representing the Los 
Angeles County Citrus Fruit Growers' 
Exchange, was spokesman. 


He said the wist: selection of a com- 


missioner, from the list of those who 
pass the coming examination, was of 
great importance to growers. 
"We 


represent shippers of 10000 carloads of 
citrus fruits," said he, "and appeal to 
you not to make any appointment un- 
til our exchanges can consider the 
possible candidates." 


The speaker reminded the Supervi- 


sors of their pledges not to make any 
changes in the personnel of the Horti- 
cultural Commission, without consult- 
ing the citrus growers. 


"We pledged our work when there 


were three members," interposed Su- 
pervisor Eldridge. "That pledge has 
no effect upon the present condition. 
since the new law went into effect. 
But .we want to do the square thlu.4, 
and I, personally, have no objection 
to granting your body a hearing." 


Mr. Smith explained that the exam- 


ination begins tomorrow, and that. at. 
its conclusion the State Board of Ex- 
aminers has twenty days in which to 
pass upon the papers of the applicants 
for the position. The names of th'we 
who successfully pass the examination 
are then certified to the Board of Su- 
pervisors.

They eat nothing of 
value to man except n few predacoouM 
wasps and bugs and in return for their 
services In destroying vast numbers of 
noxious Insects ask only for harborage 
and protection. 


It Is to the fact that they capture 


their prey on the wing that their )>«• 
cullar value to the cotton grower Is 
due. Orioles do royal service lu catch- 
ing weevils on 
f!)<» bnlls, iu'id black- 


birds, wrens, flycatchers and others 
contribute to the good work, but when 
swallows are migrating over the cot- 
ton fields they find the weevils flying 
In tho open and wage active war 
against them. As many «s forty-seven 
adult weevils have been found In tho 
stomach of a single cliff swallow.— 
Bulletin of Department of Agriculture.
